URUGUAY. 

Plague— Montevideo— 1961-1915. 

Plague was present in Montevideo, Uruguay, from 1901 to 1909, 
inclusive, with 76 reported cases, of which the greatest number, viz, 
23, were notified during the year 1908. In 1910 no case was reported. 
In 1911, 4 cases of plague were reported, of which two, occurring in 
the month of August in persons employed in the same establishment, 
were of the pneumonic form. From 1912 to 1915, inclusive, 24 cases 
were notified, making a total of 96 cases occurring during the period 
1901 to 1915. The infection occurred at all seasons and in all months 
of the year, but was greatest in the summer and autumn months, 
corresponding with the period of greatest activity in the business of 
handling grain. The persons attacked were nearly all millers, 
bakers, and employees at the customs warehouses, fruit depots, 
stables, distilleries, and persons who had occasion to frequent such 
localities in the course of their occupation.
